Claim Objections 

Claims 1-20 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claims 1,11 
and 19 are objected to because the word "of should be inserted between "pair" and 
"legs". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Murakami. 

Murakami teaches in figures 1-6 a doll {The examiner considers the toy robot to 
meet the definition of a doll} comprising a pair of legs (1,1a) pivotally attached to a 
torso (fig.1 ), the torso having a front side and backside (fig.1 ), a pair of motor 
mechanisms (91 ,92) separately attached to each of the legs (fig. 6) for pivoting the legs 
forwards and backwards in accordance to a set of pre-programmed positions that 
moves the doll from a first orientation to a second orientation (col. 2, par. 4; col. 4, par. 4 
and 5; col. 5, par. 5 and col. 6, par. 2).
